ii. ) Claim Rejections: I concede that original claims 1-4 failed to define the invention 

in the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. Original claims M 
also, if claiming the tossing game device, could be anticipated by previous patents 
such as Conville (US Patent No. 5,056,796). In response to these problems we 
would like to request to cancel original claims 1-4 and replace them with New 
claims numbered 5-7 and detailed in the claims page of this enclosure. 

iii. ) New claims 5-7 clearly define our invention and adequately display our intention 

to claim the method of using the described projectile tossing game apparatus and 
not the apparatus itself. Thus this series of methods of use/play are unique and 
original to this invention and have not been claimed by any previously patented 
inventions.
